There should be little doubt that when | 


the airport by-law is again submitted to 

the taxpayers of the city it will be 
| endorsed. It was rejected last fall in 
| pardonable ignorance, rather than in 
parsimony. Nobody knew exactly what 
| was to be done with the money; nor what 
| ought to be done to create proper 
facilities for the carrying on of airplane 
traffic; nor whether it was urgent that 
anything be done at once. The whole 
proposition was nebulous, and the tax- 
payers—not unreasonably—decided that 
they would defer staking their money 
until they knew what it was all about. 

A good many things have happened 
during the last three months to make 
known what is needed in the way of an 
airport, and why it is important that Ed- 
monton should have one. And the 


rejection of the bylaw has been followed | 
by the discovery thut the Dominion Gov- | 


ernment is entirely willing to put up a fair 
share of the cost, in consideration of the 
services which will be required by planes 
operating in the Government’s service. 
With this clearer understanding of the sit- 
uation, the project is one to recommend 
ifself to the approval even of those who 
voted against it three months ago.

ALBERTA’S OTHER OIL FLELDS 


The effect of the recent oil strikes in 
southern Alberta has been to centre the 
interest of people in all parts of the con- 
tinent on the oil field that has been opened 
up there. While there have been oil 
strikes and oil “booms” in Alberta in the 
past, oil has never before been found in 
such quantities, or over so large an area; 
and there never was a “boom’”’ that was 
based upon so much actual development 
effort or with so much to show in the way 
of results. It has been established beyond 
any question that the Turner valley over- 
lies a great underground reservoir of oil, 
of undefined area but of very wide ex- 
tent. Aside from all the folly of wild-cat 
speculation that is Inseparable from the 
discovery of a great vil field, the fact re- 
mins that the discovery has been made, 
ihat the field is there, and that its devel- 
opment means untold millions to the peo 
ple of this province,
